days.

The Road to Folly 

That every aged person should be given a government 
pension is the genera! belief of most progressive citizens. 
People favoring the proposed Ham and Eggs plan and those 
opposing it have one thing in common—the belief that pen- 
sions are needed. Sympathies of the two groups are the 
same, 

The differences lie in the procedure proposed in arriving 
at an equitable pension program. 

Gradually, California and the nation as a whole is de- 
veloping a sound pension program Mistakes of the early 
years of issuing pension checks are being corrected. Pension 
payments undoubtedly will be made more liberal. Right- 
fully, the pension program is national in scope; rightfully it 
should be developed gradually and made more liberal as ex- 
perience is gained in providing the funds and in administra- 
tion. 

The Ham and Eges program is too gigantie to be placed 
in operation during a few short weeks or months. Thirty 
dollars every week for every person—even in printing press 
money—is too much for the state to suddenly produce and 
turn over to its residents over fifty years of age. The job 
would be too gigantie for the most experienced administra- 
tors, supported by a group of able advisors. 

There would be a little more consideration given to the 
plan if it were more conservative and if more were known 
of the proposed administrator’s record. 

As the Retirement Life Payments Act is now proposed, 
its passage would do far more harm than good. Unless all 
past human experience is worthless, the effeet of the act, if 
passed, would bring only hardship to the people of Cali- 
fornia. 

We have been taught that people must work for money. 
By experience we know money is hard to get. Resorting to 
the ballot box and the printing press certainly cannot sud- 
denly place huge sums of money in our hands without work. 
Kvery garment we wear and every bite of food we eat must 
be paid for by someone’s work. At the bottom of things, 
there must be an exchange of work for money. The ex- 


change cannot be by the magic of the ballot-box. 

Californians will be following a safe road to a future of 
pensions if the present program is continued and not dis- 
rupted by adeption of the Ham and Hggs idea. 

We well realize that many local people see in passage of 
the $30 every Thursday plan a real salvation for business 
and for the aged. The News has sought to present both 
sides, offering its columns to the Ham and Eggs advocates. 
While our views may differ from theirs, we recognize the fact 
that they are entitled to those views. 

In any event, every voter in the Upland district should 
be at the polls next Tuesday.

Bishop James C. Baker, Methodist church leader in Cali- 


fornia, has issued the following statement concerning Ham 
and Eggs: 
Every citizen should study carefully the Retirement Life 


Payments Act, otherwise known as the Thirty-Dollar-Every- 
Thursday pension scheme. Such study, in my opinion, will 
lead to voting an emphatie ‘‘No’’ at the polls on November 7. 

I am personally opposed to this plan, not only because I 
believe it to be economically unsound and politically danger- 
ous, but also because I think it will undermine all the Old 
Age Pension provision that has been made by the state of 
California. I am profoundly interested in such social leg- 
islation. The passage of this Act would destroy all that has 
been achieved. It would hurt most disastrously the old peo- 
ple whom the Thursday pension scheme is presumably drawn 
to benefit. 

The political implications of this Act are terrifying to 
persons who believe in our form of government. It is not 
democratically conceived and for its execution the most auto- 
cratic and uncontrolled despotic power is given to a self- | 
appointed hierarchy. It provides for a supergovernment 
responsible neither to the executive nor legislative branch of 
the state government. There are no checks upon the author- 
ity or actions of these self-appointed men. Irresponsible 
power is always enormously dangerous and should be resisted. 

Some citizens are hesitating to oppose the Retirement Life 
Payments Act lest they antagonize its proponents—many of 
whom they know to be sincere even though mistaken. This 
is a measure so dangerous to democratic government that 
failure to oppose it puts one on the side of autocracy. Dic- 
tatorships have often made headway because men will not 
stand up and be counted in opposition.

ed in our home community: 
Nurses are provided to care for 
the sick who cannot pay them, 
eyes are tested and glasses fur- 
nished, hospitalization and medi- 
cines are provided. A consider- 
able amount of money goes to buy 
groceries, shoes and clothing. In 
cases where the needy cannot pay 
for gas and electricity these are 
paid by the local Red Cross chap- 
{ter—and only those who are en- 
gaged in Red Cross work or in 
close touch with it know how 
many calls for aid there are in all 
the lines. 

And lately the Upland Coordi- 
nating Council has disbanded, with 
the request that the Red Cross 
take over the good work that body 
has been doing. This means more 
X-rays, tonsil operations and other 
such cases to be taken care of. 

Approximately $50 each year is 
sent to the veterans hospital at 
Sawtelle and other such institu- 
tions in Southern California—and 
no ex-service man who seeks aid 
from the Upland chapter is refus- 
ed. Christmas bags are sent Uncle 
Sam’s service men in his island 
possessions. In addition to all the 
above and other worthy things the 
{Red Cross does locally, the chap- 
ter provides a certain number of 
swimming lessons at Chaffey each 
year.

land, These junior members— 
among other things—carry on cor- 


respondence with boys and girls of {

| HAM AND EGGS DICTATOR? 
The quotations appearing below 
[are excerpts taken verbatim from 
the official text of the Retirement 
| Life Payments Act to be voted on 
at the Nov. 7 election. 

Is this dictatorship ?7— 

“Beginning with the general 
election in 1944, the administra- 
tor shall be chosen by the vote of 
the electorate, and said admin- 
istrator shall serve for a term of 
four years, or until his successor 
shall have been elected and quali- 
fied’—-Paragraph 3, section 4. 
“The administrator shall receive 
an annual salary of $10,000 to be 
paid weekly in equal installments 
and to be paid in warrants. 
He shall subscribe to the consti- 
tutional oath of office and 
execute a bond in the penal sum 
of $50,000 with corporate security 
or two or more sureties to be ap- 
proved by the governor of the 
state.”—Paragraph 1, section 81. 
The administrator “shall be sub- 
ject to lawful recall the same as 
are all other elective officers un- 
der the Constitution.” . Para- 
graph 1, section 38. Adop- 
tion by the people of California of 
the amendment carrying the name 
of the first term administrator to 
be appointed by the governor, is 
tantamount to the election of that 
administrator by the people. 

Who controls taxes? 

“The revenue from the levy of 
;the said 3 per cent gross income 
tax shall be paid into the state 
treasury and kept by the state 
; treasurer in a special fund . . .” 
—Paragraph 3, section 15. “This 
act shall be administered by a com- 
mission known as the ‘tax com- 
mission’ and shall consist of three 
members who shall be officers of 
the state, elected at large for a 
term of six years 





missioners will be appointed by 
the governor, their successors be- 
jing elected by the people. “Said 
commission” (not the adminis- 
trator) “shall have the power to 
make rules and regulations to 
carry out the provisions of said 
gross income tax levy and to col- 
lect the tax thereunder.

A—Prior to September 19, 1939, 
there was such a 30 mile per hour 
laanad limit at blind intersections | 
upon through highways where the | 
speed limit is 45 miles an hour. | 








Code provide that a vehicle tra-
